On Narcotics

Max Zeigler, exaltixi ruler of 
ardena Lodge, Benevolent and 

Protective Order of Elks, an­ 
nounced this week that Judge 
Stanley Mosk, of the Superior 
Jourt, will be present in Elks 
Hall Monday. February 10, 
where he will make the keynote 
address at an anti-narcotics 
mass meeting.

Judge Mosk. a member of the 
California bar since 1935. has 
had a wide an varied experi­ 
ence as a jurist, during which 
lime many narcotics addicts 
have been before him in judg­ 
ment. His speech will deal with 
all phases of the narcotic prob­ 
lem. Zeigler said. The meeting 
called by the Elks ruler for the 
purpose of educating the public 
in the problems confronting 
parents interested in the eradi­ 
cation of dope trafficking, is the 
third \n a series of such gather­ 
ings. Other prominent speakers 
are to appear in the succeeding 
months.

Judge Mosk recently an­ 
nounced his candidacy for the 
office of attorney general. He is 
a member of the Elks, Eagles, 
American Legion, Coast Guard 
League. Veterans Service 
League, Rotary, Town Hall, all 
national and local bar associa­ 
tions and many other legal, fra­ 
ternal and patriotic organiza­ 
tions.
